The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
data at examples 1 and 9 shows that 17 a-AED is active at concentrations that are 
much lower than the concentration shown to be necessary by Schwartz to inhibit the 
enzyme with steroids that have a hydroxyl group at the 17-position. Furthermore, page 
7 shows that the enantiomer at 100 nanomolar did not inhibit tumor AR-75-1 cell 
proliferation, while 17 a-AED at 100 nanomolar did inhibit ZR-75-1 cells.
